Gels House Trim 
Foster Home Meeting 
Planned For Monday

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - A House- 
passed appropriations bill will cover 
school finance, teacher pay increases 
and teacher retirement despite being 
trimmed by $362.1 million, according 
to budget writers. 
The House Thursday approved and 
sent to the Senate a $15.3 billion state 
spending bill, which leaders said 
leaves $1.12 billion for other spending. 
The Senate spending plan leaves $856 
million for other items. 
One of the biggest budget cuts was a 
“meat ax” amendment which would 
save the state $118 million by slicing 2 
per cent from the top of all budgets, 
excepting salaries. 
“This is the most thoroughly con­ 
sidered piece of legislation in the 
history 
of 
this 
state,” 
said 
Appropriations Committee Chairman 
Rep. Bill Presnal, D-Bryan. “Since we 
took up this bill, we have reduced it by 
$362.1 million. 
“This bill, as of this moment, leaves 
$1.12 billion for other spending 


proposals which is adequate to cover 
the school finance bill we passed, the 
teacher pay bill that is now pending 
and a teacher retirement bill.” 
Representatives repealed a plan 
placing a ceiling on the number of 
state employes and giving them a 5 
per cent across-the-board pay in­ 
crease. House members approved a 
substitute plan by Rep. James Raster, 
D-El Paso, which lowered the pay 
raise to 3.5 per cent and would put a IO 
per cent cap on the number of new 
state employes. 
Claiming they would unconsti­ 
tutionally hinder the State Depart­ 
ment of Public Welfare’s use of funds, 
Speaker Bill Clayton removed two 
sections of the appropriations bill 
banning use of state funds for abor­ 
tions. 
The House added $8 million to the 
budget to increase nursing home 
allotments for veterans from $390 to 
$503 a month. Rep. Eddie Bernice 
Johnson,D-Dallas, said the veterans 
are paying about $700 a month for 
nursing home care. 


In order to promote foster parenting 
in both Collin and Dallas Counties, 
Family Outreach of Richardson- 
Plano Inc. will sponsor a foster home 
meeting Monday at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Community Christian Church, 1300 
Holly Dr. in Richardson.

requirements for foster parenting. 
Participating families need only be 
able to provide a secure home and 
single persons may also serve as 
foster parents. 
Besides a need for full-time foster 
parents, persons are also needed to 
provide emergency foster care on a 


24-hour or overnight basis. Those 
wishing to test the program before 
becoming permanent foster families 
may participate on a 30-day basis. 
Sign-up sheets for prospective 
foster parents will be available after 
the meeting. 
Family Outreach of Richard- 
son-Plano Inc. is a child protection 
agency that works closely with Dallas 
and Collin Counties’ Child Welfare 
Depts. 
The agency is run by volunteers who 
undergo a 12-week training course 


overseen 
by 
psychologists, 
psychiatrists, welfare workers, social 
workers, etc. The Outreach volun­ 
teers become paraprofessionals 
trained to work with family problems. 
Operational for the past three 
years, Family Outreach is located at 
699 Arapaho 
Central 
Park 
in 
Richardson.Additional volunteers are 
always needed, and anyone wishing 
more information on volunteering or 
on the foster home meeting Monday 
night can contact the agency by 
calling 231-6584.

Still, not that 
many are grown in North 
Texas landscapes.

In our climate lilies will 
need 
afternoon 
shade. 
They’ll also need excellent 
drainage, say from a raised 
planting bed. They’ll do best 
in a loose, organic soil that’s 
slightly acid (that means 
you'd better add peat moss 
or 
compost 
in 
large 
amounts). 
Planting 
depth 
varies 
greatly, depending on the 
size and nature of the bulbs. 
Those which root along the 
developing stem may be 
planted much deeper than 
those which do not. 
Fertilize your lily plan­ 
tings with a high phosphate 
fertilizer, both prior to 
planting and every three to 
four months afterw ards. 
Keep them well watered 
also, particularly during 
prolonged drouths. Keep 
water off foliage as best you 
can 
to 
re ta rd 
disease 
development 
There are over 300 species 
of lilies, true lilies, that is. 
Interestingly, all are native 
to the northern hemisphere 
only.

With Cucurbit Family Fruit 


Home gardeners who may 
be 
concerned 
about 
cucumbers, 
watermelons, 
cantaloupes and squash 
c r o s s b r e e d i n g 
a n d 
producing fruit that is off- 
flavored and off-colored 
need not 
worry. 
These 
garden favorites may be 
planted side-by-side without 
any problem. 
“ Even 
though 
cross- 
pollination is necessary to 
obtain 
fruit-set 
in 
all 
members of the cucurbit 
family, there is no way that 
the interchange of pollen will 
affect the genetic makeup or 
the flavor or color of the fruit 
as it develops,” points out 
Tom Longbrake, vegetable 
specialist with the Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. “What is affected 
through cross-pollination is 
the offspring of that cross, 
which are the genes of the 


seed within the fruit. Thus, 
only plants grown from seed 
of the fruit would show the 
difference.” 
So, gardeners need not be 
concerned about growing 
their favorite cucurbits. In 
fact, these plant cousins 
cannot be effectively used as 
flower pollinators for each 
other, says Longbrake. Only 
squash on squash, cucum­ 


bers on cucumbers, and the 
like are successful. 
Of course, bees or other 
pollinating insects are still 
necessary’ to move pollen 
from each plant’s own male 
flower to the female flower, 
points out the horticulturist.

Planning Is Urged 


Some of the most pleasur­ 
able moments of my back­ 
yard gardening career have 
beal sitting down with a glass 
of wine or a cup of coffee and 
planning how I will set up my 
flower gardens for the com­ 
ing growing season. Ifs fun 
even to use color, to see the 
effects of different color com­ 
binations you would like to 
use. 
Most gardens have both 
sunny and shady patches, 
each suitable to different 
sorts of flowers. Some of the 
most satisfactory varieties 
for sunny locations are 
ageratu m , 
m arig o ld s, 
petunias, geranium, salvia, 
snapdragons, sweet alyssum 
and zinnia. In shade the 
annuals that will do best, 
given at least some good 
light, are wax begonias, 
coleus and impatiens. 
Marigolds 
are 
most 
versatile, coming in sizes 
from eight inches to three 
feet tall, and in several dif­ 
ferent flower types. The 
dwarf marigolds are useful 
for edging flower beds, 
medium-sized 
two-foot 
African marigolds are fine as 
dividers between sections of a 
flower bed or even between 


vegetable plots, while the tall 
African types make good 
cutting flowers. 
The seed catalog I use lists 
five entire pages of marigold 
types, so there is bound to be 
several varieties to suit any­ 
one’s 
particular 
garden 
needs. 
The same catalog lists 
eight pages of petunias — 
likely the most popular an­ 
nual flower of all. New 
hybrids are coming out all the 
time, and you can choose 
from many solid colors, 
stripes, ruffled, or fully 
double blooms that look like 
frilly pom-poms. 
Geraniums are always a 
favorite, for their carefree 
abundance of bloom through­ 
out the season, and also for 
the sake of economy for those 
who winter over their plants 
or take cuttings each fall for 
an even increased stock for 
the following spring. Cuttings 
are simple, given a sunny 
window to keep them in, and 
not too much water which will 
rot the stems of new plants at 
soil level indoors. 
An attractive bed can be 
made up beginning with an 
edging of white alyssum, with 
a row of pink petunias behind, 


then a display of tall mixed 
snapdragons. 
Another brilliant color 
combination can be easily 
achieved by alternating white 
petunias with red geraniums. 
If you have a particularly 
dry spot or a slope to cover, 
try portulaca (moss rose) 
perhaps 
combined 
with 
verbena 
surrounding 
it. 
Portulaca is a slightly cactus- 
looking ground-hugging plant 
with large fluffy flowers in 
many stunning colors — a 
real beautifier for dry, sunny 
spots. 
Dwarf French marigolds 
make a lovely edging for tall 
zinnias, and a mixture of 
dahlia or cactus-flowered 
zinnias with yellow or orange 
French marigolds of the 
same height is very pleasing. 
For hanging baskets or 
raised containers in a sunny 
spot try a combination of ivy­ 
leaved (hanging) geraniums 
and cascade petunias. 
A pretty and practical 
border can be planted with 
white alyssum and parsley. 
For a large raised container 
on the patio I quite like tiny 
marigolds edged with some 
hanging flowers like petunias 
or geranium. 


Dear Doc: How can I kill 
the grass and weeds out of 
my asparagus beds without 
killing the asparagus? It s 
almost completely sodded 
over. 
Trim the weeds back as 
short as you can, then lay 
black polyethylene plastic 
around 
your 
asparagus 
plants, right against the 
stems. Put a four to six-inch 
layer of bark chips or 
compost mulch and you’ll 
likely have little weed re­ 
growth. Should the problem 
persist, you may just want to 
prepare a new bed next fall, 
sterilize it with Vapam prior 
to planting, and transplant 
your asparagus roots. 
Dear Dear Doc: 
What 
would casue parts of our 
Carolina jasmine to die out? 
It’s happened the last month 
or so. 
Probably it’s a remnant of 
our severe winter. New 
growth should quickly fill in 
the gaps, not only on your 
jasmine, but also in other 
cold-tender species such as 
pittosporum, viburnums and 
oleanders. 
Dear Doc: Every year we 


pinch our mum shoots out to 
encourage branching and 
shorter flower stems. We 
stop Aug. I, as per recom­ 
mendations. and most of our 
mums turn out beautifully. 
Yet there are always a few 
big flowering types that 
flower later and fall over, too 
lanky. What to do? 
For those varieties you 
may need one more terminal 
pinch, Aug. 20 to Sept. I. 
Since they flower later, they 
have extra growing time and 
will need that one extra 
pruning. 
Dear Doc: Are wisterias 
needing some kind of fer­ 
tilizer, perhaps iron, when 
they leaf out so yellow each 
spring? 
Iron it is. Wisterias are one 
of the chlorosis - prone 
plants in North 
T exas’ 
alkaline soils. Treat soil with 
chelated 
iron 
and 
soil 


acidifiers 
and spray the 
plant with the chelated iron 
for quickest green-up. Keep 
all iron sprays off masonary 
and wood surfaces - stains. 
Dear Doc: Does it help to 
mix detergent with sprays? 
In some instances. A few 
drops of liquid detergent per 
gallon of spray will help 
sprays adhere to glossy 
leaves and also penetrate 
into hairy leaf surfaces and 
insect webs and cocoons 
Commercial 
spreader-sti 
ckers all also available 
Some pesticides even con 
tain their own surfactant 
Dear Doc : How come our 
cauliflower is green? 
You 
probably 
didnt 
blanch it. About the time the 
heads started to develop you 
should have secured the top 
leaves up around them with 
a rubber band to keep them 
out of the light.

In New Book 
Exotic Plants Eyed

Gardeners bored with the 
ordinary a re turning to 
plants Charles Darwin once 
<^cribecU**as the worlds 
nfrst am M itg 
Darwin Was writing dbout 
flytraps, 
but 
there' *bVe 
dozens of other insectivorous 
and 
carnivorous 
plants 
whose food needs include 
live protein that they catch 
themselves. 
It’s hard not to ascribe 
human behavior to these 
exotica. 
Science 
fiction 
writers for generations have 
written of meat-eating flora, 
generally in the jungles of 
South America, Africa and 
Asia. 
Allan Swenson has built a 
thriving business on growing 
carnivorous plants in his 
home in Kennebunk, Maine. 
Swenson also is a prolific 
writer of gardening books 
and a syndicated gardening 
column. His latest book is 
“Cultivating 
Carnivorous 
Plants” (Doubleday $7.95). 
In an interview, he said his 
customers for plants have 
included a missionary in 
Africa and a Brazilian who 
sent him a mounted piranha 
(a meat eating fish) in ex­ 
change for two cobra lilies. 
“ I thought he (the mis­ 
sionary) might want them to 
turn the tables on a witch 
doctor,” Swenson joked 
Actually, 
carnivorous 
plants wouldn't hurt a baby 
if he stuck his finger into the 
trap part, Swenson said, 
although some catch and 


digest sm all 
birds 
and 
animals as well as insects. 
Despite their unusual diet, 
most carnivorous plants are 
beautiful 
But their upkeep is more 
trouble than ordinary house- 
plants 
Folklore to 
the 
contrary, they must have 
flies, mosquitoes and other 
summer insect pests that 
tend to disappear in cold 
weather 
Jo k ers who feed th eir 
plants 
ham burger 
and 
ground liver give the poor 
things indigestion, Swenson 
said. Too much of this high- 
protein diet turns the plants 
black and eventually will kill 
them. 
He said they’re a big hit 
with science students and 
te a c h e rs 
studying 
the 
balance of nature; with a 
pharm aceutical 
research 
lab in Europe trying to 
recreate a medicine from 
the Middle Ages; and the 
cocktail party set looking for 
new 
kicks 
and 
bizarre 
hobbies. 
Am ateurs 
who envision 
carn iv o ro u s 
plants 
as 
natural pesticides are liable 
to end up like one southern 
custom er who insisted on 
ordering IOO plants to en­ 
circle his swimming pool to 
eradicate mosquitoes and 
flies. Swenson tried to tell 
him 
the 
plants 
would 
com pound 
the 
problem . 
They did They digest insects 
slowly and. at the same 
tim e, continue to exude 
odors attracting hundreds 
more 


i good as i 
th e sis 


Swenson himself prefers 
terrarium planting, not just 
for indoor insect control, but 
because the warm, humid 
terrarium 
environm ent 
closely simulates that of th 
plants’ natural habitats 
He said they are no 
traps for househoff 
such as ants or cockroaches. 
Ants contain a form of acid 
that can damage the plants, 
and the husks of cockroaches 
are not digestible. 
Flies are no problem, but 
they are scarce in winter in 
most of the United States. 
Swenson said at least one 
teacher in the Midwest feeds 
her collection on butterflies 
she grows from caterpillars, 
a practice that has brought 
down the wrath of people 
who consider this cruelty to 
anim als. 
Actually, 
but­ 
terflies are insects with a 
natural life span of only a 
few weeks. 
As 
an 
alternative, 
Swenson recommends a cold 
weather diet of fruit flies, 
easily attracted by leaving a 
few slices of peeled banana 
near the plants. 


P art of the suspense of 
national competition in any 
field is not knowing where 
the next champion will be 
found.

This m onster is located 
in Jeff Davis County and is 
owned by R.E. Sproul of Fort 
Davis.

Rio 
G rande 
Cot­ 
tonwood has a limited range 
in Texas. It grows along the 
Rio Grande and sm aller 
stream s in the Trans-Pecos 
region and is found in New 
M exico, 
Colorado, 
and 
Southern Utah. 
The sm allest new national 
cham pion, 
but 
still 
the 
biggest of its kind, is the 
m escalbean sophora, also 
called 
T exas 
m ountain 
laurel. It grows on limestone 
soils in central, southern, 
and western 
Texas. 
The 
seeds of this legume were 
used by the Indians of the 
Southw est as a narcotic 
when mixed with mescal, the 
drink 
m ade 
from 
the 
distilled juices of the agave 
or century plants. 
The new cham p is located 
in 
the 
M rs. 
E lizabeth 
M cCurdy E sta te in Bee 
County. It is 27 inches in 
circumference, 15 feet high, 
with a crown spread of 30 
feet. 
O ther 
new 
national 
champs include three that 
d e th ro n e d 
c h a m p io n s 
already in Texas. An Anacua 


in Victoria dethroned the old 
Refugio County specimen. A 
new prairie flameleaf sumac

County champion which held 
the throne since 1964 
Two new champions were 
named to replace specimens

“ The decision was based on 
TP&L’s actual operations in 
a test year which ended Sept. 
30, 1976, figures almost a 
year out of date. 
The 
decision makes no allowance 
for higher costs since then. 
In the case of TP&L, costs 
are rising at a rate of at least 
IO percent each year. 
“ But while we disagree 
with the amount of the rate 
increase as well as other 
provisions of the commission 
order,” Skelton added, “ To 
appeal the decision would 
involve lengthy litigation 
and ultimately would prove 
costly to our rate payers. We 
need the additional revenue 
now to get on with the job of 
providing service. 


“We are disappointed the 
commission did not see fit to 
approve our original request 
of $135 million which would 
have met our requirements 


for at least two years. We 
have no choice but to file 
another 
rate 
increase 
request, probably before the 
end of the year,” he con­ 
cluded. 
The company expects to 
have revised rate schedules 
ready for approval by the 
commission and the cities by 
early next week based on the 
commission’s order.

Cat soils bedroom rug 


DEAR POLLY — I have a housekeeping problem that 
has me stumped. Our cat occasionally uses a bedroom 
as his bathroom and I cannot cope with the odor in that 
room. I do not mind cleaning up after our pet but I hope 
you have some ideas about getting rid of that odor. — 
MRS. K.Y. 
DEAR MRS. K.Y. — I ain sure you must keep a little 
box for the cat and adding baking soda to the bottom of 
it might help some. If the cat soils your rug in the 
bedroom dampen it and sprinkle heavily with salt and 
let dry. Remove with the vacuum and the odor should 
leave with any spots. I would be sure the room was 
thoroughly aired before trying anything. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Susan that I eliminate soap 
build-up in my washing machine by filling the tub with hot 
water and then adding one gallon of white vinegar. Run 
through the full cycle and you will be amazed at how clean the 
machine will be. — RUBY L. 
DEAR POLLY — We discovered a very easy way to handle 
a rug or tapestry on the wall. We bought lengths of “tack 
strips” from a carpet store as they use these for laying wall- 
to-wall carpet. Such a strip was nailed to the wall with tacks 
tilted upwards and the hanging is hung on to the strip with no 
sewing necessary. If the hanging is quite wide and might hang 
in wavy folds attach another strip to catch the bottom but it is 
not necessary to fasten this strip to the wall. I hung a heavy 
3x5 foot rug this way with very little effort. — MR. R.B.H. 
DEAR POLLY — When putting a nail in the wall to hang a 
picture I use an old comb to hold the nail in place so I can keep 
my fingers out of the ham m er’s way. 
Pipe cleaners make ideal decorations for gift packages as 
they come in so many colors and can be easily bent into any 
desired shape. 
When I start a number of small house plants at the same 
time I use an old muffin tin as a holder for the tiny pots. Cer­ 
tainly makes it easier if they have to be moved for watering 
- DOROTHY. 
DEAR POLLY - I have a needlework shop and like R.M.J. 
found (after several trials and errors) a method to renew old 
embroideries and laces. I iron them first on the right side on a 
heavily padded board with two or three bath towels on it. Then 
I iron on the wrong side using spray starch on the material. 
This makes the embroidery really stand out. I do crocheted 
doilies the same way but before ironing the back lay a piece of 
an old sheet over the doily so the point of the iron will not 
punch holes in the lace. They come out like new. — MRS. L.S.

old Englishman who starred 
as the Christ in NBC-TV’s six 
hour “ Jesus of Nazareth’’ 
epic, was a breath of fresh 
air on his first visit to 
Hollywood. 
“ I 
haven’t 
been 
to 
Hollywood before because 
this place is caught up with 
success,” he said. “ I wanted 
to 
arrive 
here 
with 
something going for me, and 
‘Jesus of Nazareth’ makes 
my presence known.” 
Curly 
haired 
and 
animated, Powell makes an 
altogether 
different 
ap­ 
pearance than he did in the 
role of Jesus. His blue eyes 
are 
lively 
rather 
than 
tranquil. The saintly aura 
and beard, to be sure, are 
gone. The esthetic face and 
aquiline nose are the same. 
As a child in Manchester, 
England, Powell attended 
Anglican Sunday school. His 
religious training never went 
further. He is neither more 
nor less religiously inclined 
than he was before playing 
the role of the Christian 
Savior. 
His reason for playing 
Jesus was the same as any 
actor’s might be. It was a 
challenging role that would 
bring 
him 
international 
attention. Even so, Powell 
hesitated about 
accepting 
the part. 
“ It consumed a year of my 
life,” he said. “ But it was 
worth it because the role will 
pay dividends for the rest of 
my career. Few other parts 
will ever be seen by so many 
people. 
“ The television show was 
seen simultaneously in En­ 
gland, the United States and 
Italy. It was estimated 30 
million of England’s 55 
million population tuned into 
‘Jesus of Nazareth’ and the 
percentage was even higher 
in Italy. 
“ Technically, 
I ’ll 
never 
play 
a 
harder 
part. 
Everything else will be like a 
holiday. 
“ Most of the time it was 
just another role in which I 


had to work harder than I 
have in my 13 years as an 
actor,” he said. 
“ It did 
require me to be on screen 
the better part of five 
hours.” 
Powell was candid in his 
disavowal of feelings of 
celestial 
inspiration 
in 
playing the Christ. His ap­ 
proach 
was 
strictly 
pragmatic. 
“ Religiously 
inspiring? 
No. But the magic of the 
words and passages of the 
Bible are so beautiful that 
the work was filled with a 
verbal inspiration. 
“ I wasn’t aware of any 
religious experience as I 
played the part. But In a way 
I fought that possibility to 
maintain an objective point 
of view. I didn’t allow myself 
to get carried away in that 
sense. 
“ The most difficult thing 
was making some of the 
most famous words ever 
spoken come alive, as if they 
were being said for the first 
time rather than 
having 
been engraved in marble. 
“ I was reluctant to play 
the role at first for two 
reasons. Normally an actor 
feels there is a possibility he 
can hit a part IOO per cent. 
But playing Jesus eliminates 
that possibility. 
“ The other reason, of 
course, is the question, how 
to you follow a role like Jesus 


Christ?’’ 
Powell seems to have had 
little trouble finding another 
job. 
He recently completed a 
costarring role in the Italian 
movie “ Beyond Good and 
Evil,” an 
historical 
film 
dealing with the menage a 
trois among the German 
philosopher Nietzsche. Lou 
Von Salome and Paul Ree 
“ Actually, my role as 
Jesus is not representative 
of my work,” he said. “ I ’ve 
never played a part like that 
before and 
I 
never will 
again. 
“ But for some reason I’ve 
played 
a 
good 
many 
historical 
characters 
— 
poets, musicians, writers. 
“ I seem to look like all the 
real life people I have 
played. And I imagine the 
shape of my face 
had 
something 
to 
do 
with 
(Franco) Zeffirelli casting 
me as Jesus.” 
Powell 
is 
most 
par­ 
ticularly proud of his title 
role in “ Mahler” and as the 
poet Shelley in a 
BBC 
television production. 
The sooner Powell can 
disassociate himself from 
the Jesus role, the better, so 
far as he’s concerned. 
“ The impact of that part 
has a strange effect on other 
people,” 
he 
said. 
“ They 
want to talk to me about 
Christianity and religion as 


if I were some sort 
of 
authority. 
“ As a matter of fact. I ’ve 
learned a great deal about 
religion while I was playing 
the role. It is something I 
won t forget, but I must get 
on to other things. And that’s 
why I'm here in Hollywood 
“ This is where the film 
work is. Any Englishman 
seeking roles in 
pictures 
must come to 
Hollywood 
because 90 per cent of in­ 
ternational movies are made 
or backed here. We can still 
work in the theater in 
England. But it’s impossible 
to do both there.” 
Powell is doing more than 
looking for screen roles in 
Southern California. He’s 
been playing golf every day 
and, like everyone else, he’s 
made the pilgrimage to 
Am erica’s contemporary 
mecca — Disneyland.

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In State Education 
Excellence Present

Texans from another, 
harder c ulture, struggling to 
write a constitution within 
the chaos of Reconstruction, 
paused to make a curious, 
farsighted demand of future 
generations. 
During that autumn a 
century ago in the midst of 
the thunder of the renun­ 
ciation 
of 
the 
sta te ’s 
“Carpetbag 
Constitution,” 
politicians in Austin wrote 
this phrase: 
“The Legis­ 
lature shall, as soon as 
p ra c tic a b le , 
estab lish , 
organize and provide for the 
maintenance, support and 
direction of a University of 
the first class...” 
Three months later the 
people of the state of Texas 
ratified the constitution and 
with it the plea that sons and 
daughters born in less un­ 
stable times might receive 
an education. 
In 1881 the Legislature, 
ignoring those who said state 
money should be spent on 
more profitable ventures, 
e s t a b l i s h e d 
T e x a s 
Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, 
turning 
the 
philosophical committment 
into reality. Two years later 
the University of Texas 
System was organized in 
Austin. 
One hundred and two 
years have passed. 
Texas 
taxpayers 
now 
support 23 senior colleges 
and universities, five upper 
level universities, three 
upper level learning centers, 
one lower division learning 
center, 
47 
community 
college districts operating 55 
campuses, one technical 
institute operating 
four 
campuses, five medical 
schools, two dental schools 
and one maritime academy. 
Private organizations — 
usually churches — opened 
colleges 
and 
institutes 
which, after decades of 
failure, growth, merger and 
reorganization, resulted in 
38 more senior colleges and 
universtes, seven junior 
colleges, 
two 
medical 
schools, one dental school 
and two medically related 
learning centers. 
Clearly, the generations 
responded to the call for a 
university. 
However, that was only 
half of the promise. There 
was, and is, the last clause: 
“...OF THE FIRST CLASS.” 


The forefathers demanded 
excellence, and all of the oil 
under the piney woods could 
not buy it. 
Interviews 
with 
high 
school counselors, teachers, 
p o l i t i c i a n s , 
c o l l e g e 
p resid en ts, 
g ra d u ates, 
students, professors and 
instructors from throughout 
the state determined one 
primary fact: 
it is also 
without argument — not 
because of statistics, but 
purely because of definitions 
— that somewhere within the 
maze of Texas’ 
higher 
education system , excel­ 
lence resides. 
— Those who curse any 
university education have 
one definition of excellence. 
— The intellectuals at the 
Lyndon B. Johnson School of 
Public 
Affairs 
at 
the 
University of Texas in 
Austin have another. 
— Farmers, saved from 
financial ruin because a new 
strain of wheat survived a 
frost, find excellence in the 
research departments of the 
stunning university which 
began as Texas Agriculture 
and Mechanical College. 
— Jazz buffs look to the 
North 
Texas 
State 
University music depart­ 
ment. 
— Minorities, deprived 
intellectually 
by 
a 
debilitating culture gap, 
thrive at the black and 
brown colleges. 
— Those who believe the 
nation’s woodlands are part 
of the national heritage look 
to the forestry department at 
Stephen F. Austin University 
in Nacogdoches. 
Excellence 
within 
a 
university, then, occurs only 
when the requirements of 
the culture which supports it 
are met. Texans, only a 
generation away from an 
agrarian 
society, 
have 
branded the state’s colleges 
and universities with their 
own idea of “excellence' 
and those ideas vary widely 
throughout the state. 
However, discussions with 
dozens of people in the field 
show that 
there is 
no 
“ Harvard of the South,” no 
so-called prestige university 
— despite the claims of Rice 
University, the University of 
Texas, Trinity University, 
Austin 
College or Texas 
Tech. 
The reason for that is 
simple: until a few years 
ago. there was no demand 
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for one. 
There are. nevertheless, 
many hints of the kind of 
excellence which would con­ 
form to the traditional 
northeastern or West Coast 
models. 
That excellence is the new 
direction 
for 
many 
universities in Texas during 
a decade when universities 
are examining themselves, 
and when legislators are 
again suggesting that the 
phrase “ ...of the first class” 
be analyzed and then the 
definition, fuzzy as it is, be 
held up in front of each 
school like a mirror. 
Even 
now, 
many 
educators believe the gifted 
student does not need to 
leave Texas to receive all of 
the education he or she 
requires. 
All 
educators 
believe that by the turn of 
the century higher education 
in Texas will be equal to or 
better than that offered in 
any section of the country. 
And all of the sam e 
educators 
believe 
that 
everyone’s definition of 
excellence 
will 
exist, 
somewhere, in Texas.
